I Pollenizers-The  Barcelona  filbert 
will  not  hear  commercial  crops  unless 
certain  other  varities  are  planted  close 
to  it. Certain  varities  have  a greater 
effect  upon  it  than  have  others, We  advise 
planting  of  about  83%  Barcelona ,9% 
BuChilly  and4%  each  of  Daviana  and  White 
Aveline . 

The  sweet  cherries  are  also  self- 
sterile.  They  do  not  set  commercial  crops  ; 
unless  pollenizers  are  planted  ‘with  them. 
'Royal  Ann, Bing  and  Lambert  are  all  in 
wills  c lass , e i Tiier  cio  tries 6 vaiioies 
pollenize  each  other. Black  Republican, 
Waterhouse  or  Gove nor  Wood  pollenize 
these  varities .About  one  pollenizer  in 
nine  is  needed. 

Mazzard  cherries .Our  sweet  cherries 
are  subject  to  a gumming  disease  called 
Gummosis .This  disease  often  girdles  and 
kills  or  badly  injures  the  tree, It  cannot 
be  controlled  by  spraying, The  best  method 
of  avoiding  this  disease  is  to  plant 
Mazzard  seedling  cherry  trees  in  the 
orchard  and  top  work  them  to  th  desired 
varities  after  two  or  three  years. The 
gummosis  seldom  attacks  the  Mazzard  hence 
in  this  method  of  building  an  orchard  the 
disease  is  kept  out  of  the  trunk  and 
main  crotches  of  the  tree. 

Fall  planting  is  preferable  provided 
well  ripened  trees  can  be  had  from  the 
nursery  before  the  ground  becomes  too 
muddy  for  planting.
